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Not least among the peculiarities of Wales is the 
length of the names of many of the villages, an 
example of which is illustrated in the picture. 
Easy, no doubt, to the native Welshman, the pro¬ 
nunciation to the visitor presents insuperable 
difficulties, and many weird and amusing tales are 
told of the results of these attempts. 
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
